Just 20 years ago, the pent-up emotions 
of a nation long at w ar erupted across 
the land from E ast to West and North to 
South. It was 7 p.m., Aug. 14. President 
Harry S. Truman b egan a b roadcast to 
the nation. It was b rief. The Japanese had 
surrendered. It was the end of World 
War II. 
In New York City, two million people 
jam med into Times Square. They sang. 
They danced. They drank. Serv icemen and 
civ ilians hugged and kissed ev ery girl 
within reaching distance. 


THE SCENE was the same in ev ery 


City , hamlet and cross-roads town across 
the U.S. In San Francisco, two b londes 
ev en b athed in the altogether in one of 
the city’s fountains. 
Places of worship too were filled as 
church-goers offered prayers of thanks 
that the war was ov er. 
From many windows, parents, widows, 
and orphans watched the celeb rations b ut 
there was a sadness in their hearts for 
the loss of lov ed ones. 
The cost to the families of American 
serv icemen was; 291,557 dead and 670.846 
wounded of the 16 35 millions who had 
donned the U.S. uniform after the Nip­ 
ponese struck at Pearl Harb or 
Japan had paid for its “ Day of Infamy.” 
The United States had b een av enged b ut 
In the 20 years since peace has not come 
to the world. 
The United States finds itself at war 
again in ev erything b ut declaration The 
fighting in Viet Nam—like the fighting in 
Korea only fiv e years after World War II 
ended — stems more or less directlv from 
the 
untidy, 
unfinished World War H 
peacemaking. 


IT TOOK a direct attack on Pearl Har­ 
b or to push the U.S. into war against 


Japan. When Japan surrendered 20 years 
ago, the foremost thought of President 
Truman, as he tells it in his memoirs, 
was that now “ mayb e the teachings of the 
Sermon on the Mount could b e put in 
effect.” 
The two decades that hav e followed, full 
of din and b loodshed, hav e giv en little life 
to Mr. Trum an’s aspirations. 
But neither hav e they spawned a World 
War III.

for American dollars 
There 
is 
nothing 
unusual 
about this — it is practiced in 
some of the best capitals of the 
world, including Moscow — but 
in Poland, the game is more 
interesting 
The zloty is the Polish unit of 
currency — like the French 
franc. Russian ruble or British 
pound — although it is much 
more flexible 
How 
flexible nobody really 
knows 
In the official statistics, the 
rate is four zlotys to the dollar 
The tourist rate is 24-1 This 
year. the tourist has been given 
a bonus of 16 zlotys, making the 
rate 48-1 
Rut that is just chicken-teed 
Any Pole can go to a national 
savings bank and exchange dol­ 
lars at the rate of 72-1 
This is a sort of gray market 
Its a method for the govern­ 
ment to get precious dollars 
The 72-1 rate is not the ulti­ 
mate. however 
The black marketeers will go 


as high as 108-1 There are ru­ 
mors these lapel-grabbing mer­ 
chants are really tools of the 
government 
seeking 
to latch 
onto more dollars 
However, some of the mark­ 
eteers have been sought out and 
carried off to jail. 
The reason the black mark­ 
eteers can offer 108-1 is 
that 
with dollars in hand they can 
buy goods at a value of 148-1 At 
least, that s what they say in 
the smoke-filled cabarets of 
Warsaw 
Zloty currency is unimposing 
engraved paper with denomina­ 
tions starting at 20 and going to 
50. IOO and 500 Nobody seems to 
want it 
The U S Embassy has ll bil­ 
lion of the things stored away in 
closets and hank vaults — from 
the sale of surplus whea' The 
Poles soon must start redeem­

"If the sale is approved, we 
will be selling wheat to Com­ 
munists at 75 cents a bushel 
less than American flour mill­ 
ers have to pay tor it. And if 
Congress authorizes the admin­ 
istration’s new wheat program, 
the Communists next year will 
be able to buy our wheat at 
$1 25 a bushel 'ess than it is 
sold for food in this country. 
In other words, ‘he administra­ 
tion proposes to se!! our wheat 
to Communists at the low world 
price while at the same time 
it is asking Congress to boost 
the price of domestic wheat for 
food to double the world price 
—which means American con­ 
sumers would have to pay high­ 
er prices for wheat foods—for 
example, two cents a loaf more 
for bread 
"Moreover, we are beginning 
to hear that inasmuch as our 
gram sales to Russia simply 
free Russian gram for export 
to Red China and Cuba, we 
might as well get in on this 
trade directly. Not mentioned 
is the argument that if we did 
not sell 
grain 
to 
Russia, 
it 
would have less gram to sup­ 
ply Red China aid Cuba. And 
if we sell to Red China, why 
not ship food directly to North

New Riv er-To -La ke Hig hwa y Will Link 


Ea st Liv erpo o l And Busy No rthern Po rt

W ithin the nex t fiv e y ears, the Ohio Highw ay D epartm ent w ill tie to­ 
gether a $100 million package prom ising progress for industrial counties 
stretching from the Ohio Riv er to Lake Erie — four lanes of concrete link­ 
ing East Liv erpool on the south w ith A shtabula on the north. 


On the other end of the Lake Ene-O hio Riv er Highw ay is the busy port 
city of A shtabula, sim ilar to East Liv erpool in m any w ay s because of its 
orientation to w ater transportation. 


Lake Erie has play ed a prim ary role in the grow th and history of the 
city of 25,100 just as the Ohio Riv er has been a m ajor factor throughout East 
L iv erpool’s dev elopm ent. 


Some stages of the lake-river road have been completed in the Ashtabula area in the 
highway department’s stage-by -stage construction of what will be one of the state’s major 
highway s when it is finished about 1970 


THE ASHTABULA end ol the lake-river road virtually is a twin to the sections that have 
been completed in the East 
Liverpool area. There are the 
same wide rights-of-way and 
a concrete ribbon that looks 
for all the world like this end 
of the highway . 


But at Ashtabula it is more 
commonly known as S t a t e 
Route 
11, 
the 
designation 
picked for the road several 
y ears ago by the highway de­ 
partment. 
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A four - c« jnty organization 
of civic leaders, working to­ 
gether since 1958, has helped 
push the highway toward re­ 
ality . It is the Lake Erie-Ohio 
River Highway Association, 
comprised of men in Colum­ 
biana, Mahoning, 
Trumbull 
and Ashtabula Counties 


Columbiana County is repre­ 
sented on the association’s 
board by E. R. Chandler, ex ­ 
ecutive manager (rf the Cham­ 


ber of Commerce, Atty . Fran- 
ci.s H. Lang, charter presi­ 
dent of the organization, and 
A. P. Morris of Salem, man­ 
ager of the Columbiana Coun­ 
ty Motor Club. 


WHEN THE HIGHWAY is 
completed, its backers visual­ 
ize iron ore and other raw 
material.s flowing off of lake 
boat.s docked at Ashtabula for 
tran.s - shipment via State 
Route 11 to .steel mills in the 
Youngstown - Warren area. 
And they visualize a grow­ 


ing ifrflux of other raw ma­ 
terials being unloaded at the 
Ohio River docks in East 
Liverpool for shipment to the 
steel mills of the region or 
north to the lake ports. 
The Port of Ashtabula has 
three art imloading docks, two 
coal loading terminals, a lime- 
.stone unloading area and a 
general bulk and package car­ 
go dock. It offers .30.000 feet 
of dock frontage plus 
ope n 
storage for four million bulk 
tons. 


Major ex pansion of the dock 
facilities has been going on 
since 1955, with more than $8 
million spent on eniu'ging 
frontage and deepening chan­ 
nels. Additional warehouse fa­ 
cilities are imder constructiwi. 


Like East Liverpool, Ashta­ 
bula makes capital of the fact 
it offers an inex haustible wa­ 
ter supply . Ashtabula has all 
of Lake Ene upon which to 
draw. The area used 1.4 bil- 
Hwi gallons of water during 
1964. 


ONE OF THE busiest p« Ts 
on the Great Lakes, Ashtabula 
receives a heavy tonnage of 
iron ore, but also handles oth­ 
er bulk materials. It ships out 
tremendous quantities of coal, 
unloadiiig it from railroad hop­ 
per cffl-8 directly into lake 
streamers at the docLs 


During 1964, the Port of Ash­ 
tabula handled 4.5 million car­ 
go tons, more than its b i g 
neighbor to the west—Cleve­ 
land.

coal-laden ship in a matter of 
hours, lifting 17 to 22 tons at 
each grab. Coal is loaded by 
dumping a full railroad car­ 
load at a time, normally about 
40 carloads an hour. 


In addition to coal and iron 
ore, the port handles l a r g e 
quantitie.s of limestwie a nd 
salt, plus finished materials. 


Ashtabula historians ex plain 
the city derived its name 
from an Indian word applied 
to the river of the same name 
—an appellation meaning “Riv­ 
er of Many Fish” 


THE ASHTABULA R i v e r 
was the dividing line between 
the hunting grounds of the 
Senecas. Cay ugas, Delawares 
and other tribes from the east 
and the Chippewas, Ottawas, 
Wy andottes and other tribes 
to the west. 


The first white man, named 
Thomas Hamilton, erected a 
home in what is now Ashtabu­ 
la in June of 1801 Ashtabula

New River-To-Lake Highway Will Link 


East Liverpool And Busy Northern Fort 


B y R O B f RT P O P P 


Within the next five years, the Ohio Highway Department will tie to­ 
gether a $100 million package promising progress for industrial counties 
stretching from the Ohio River to Lake Erie — four lanes of concrete link­ 
ing East Liverpool on the south with Ashtabula on the north. 


On the other end of the Lake Erie-Ohio River Highway is the busy port 
city of Ashtabula, similar to East Liverpool in many ways because of its 
orientation to w ater transportation. 


Lake Erie has played a primary role in the growth and history of the 
city of 25,100 just as the Ohio River has been a major factor throughout East 
Liverpool’s development 


Some stages of the lake-river road have been completed in the Ashtabula area in the 
highway department's stage-by-stage construction of what will be one of the state’s major 
highways when it is finished about 1970 


THE ASHTABULA end of the lake-river road virtually is a twin to the sections thai have 
been completed in the East 
Ijverpool area. There are the 
same w'ide rights-of-way and 
a concrete ribbon that looks 
for all the world like this end 
of the highway.
